WITS LOSE ALL POINTS 


Forces Favoring General Enforcement 
Bill Shut Off Discussion at Word 


of Their Leader Despite the 
Minority Protest.

forces voted down in the house every 
attempt to eliminate 
drastic 
provi­ 
sions of the general enforcement bill, 
and while in absolute control shut off 
debate at the word of their leader de­ 
spite the protest of the minority. 
• 
When they had raced through the 
wartime enforcement j>ortion of the 
three part bill and got into the con­ 
stitutional 
measure 
proper, 
there 
were only GS members on the floor, 
and so much confusion that a speaker 
could not make himself heard. 
Wet Revival Shortlived. 
Before the house got into a snarl, 
the prohibition faction had fought off 
every attack on their bill. 
An amend­ 
ment to strike out the minimum tine 
for those convicted of violating the 
wartime act was defeated 68 to 57. 
This was offered by Representative 
Reavis. Republican. Nebraska, a pro­ 
hibition member of the Judiciary com­ 
mittee. 
Chairman 
Volstead 
of the 
Judiciary committee, 
patron 
of the 
bill, presented an amendment which 
was adopted without debate, and which 
made the measure more drastic in that 
it added the word ‘manufacture” to 
the many things a man may not do 
with liquor in his office or home. 
For a moment, late in the day. the 
minority swung into power, only to 
he thrown out by a demand for tel­ 
lers. which meant an accurate count 
on a vote to amend the bill so that a 
person charged with violating a liquor 
selling Injunction might demand aud 
obtain a trial by Jury. 
House Puts on Lid. 
This motion, offered by Representa­ 
tive (lard. Democrat, Ohio, and sup­ 
ported by former Speaker Clark, had 
provoke an hour's debate, when tIn­ 
house put on tile lid and started to 
vote. 
There was a noisy shout from 
the ayes

division and after members had been 
counted, the result was announced — 
ayes TO, nays GG. 
The victory was not expected, even 
by the wets, and they realized they 
could not have won except for the 
large number of absentees

be counted after demands for tellers 
had been made, distress calls were 
sent out for prohibition members who 
came piling in in sufficient numbers 
to beat the Jury trial amendment by 
two votes— 78 to 76.

Washington.—Politicians 
in 
Wash­ 
ington have taken note of the fact. 
and are Interested In It, that the front 
line of battle in the great world’s war 
has produced no candidate for the pres- 
Idency of the Fatted States, and till** 
thought takes cognizance of the truth 
that both Generals I.eonurd Wood and 
John J. Pershing are mentioned In 
connection with the nomination of the 
Republican party. 
So far as one can determine, there Is 
no active campaign In behalf of Gon­ 
ers! Pershing, and thus fnr the poli­ 
ticians seem to think he has little 
chance of the nomination. ( In fact 
republicans in Washington of all kinds 
of views seem to believe tbnt Pershing 
will not seek the nomination ami that 
no active effort will be made In his 
behalf. 
So far as Leonard Wood Is con­ 
cerned the feeling is that, while he Is 
a candidate, bis candidacy Is in no 
sense ii product of the present war. 
Politicians say Wood’s name would 
have been mentioned for the nomina­ 
tion, more than mentioned, probably, 
lf there had been no war. 
No other war In which the t’nlted 
States has been engaged has failed 
to produce Its presidential candidate. 


Reason for the Condition. 
There Is a reason for the failure of 
this war t«* produce presidential can­ 
didates. 
The 
general 
officers 
who 
served In France did not come Into 
close personal tom b with their men, 
except Iii the cases of one or two ma­ 
jor general*, and quite a number of 
brigadier generals, none of whom, how ­ 
ever. have been considered us const! 
tilting presidential timber. 
In previous times th** soldiers them* 
Selves have not always been th** prime 
means of securing honors for their 
leader*. 
The civilians of the Flitted 
Slates nominated ami elected Grant. 
Roosevelt’* following In the Spanish 
war was only that of it regiment. Ile 
was not elected president, of course. 
Immediately on his return from Chiba, 
bnf his record there made him govern­ 
or of New York and vice president of 
the Fulled States, an office which, of 
four*-**, curried with It th** possibil­ 
ity. and In hi* ease, th** certainty of 
Ids becoming president. 
Tin- Instant the I ntted States en 
I tercel the war with Germany the policy 
I of the suppression of the mimes of 
j commanding officers went Int** iflV*1. 
I Pershing's name was th** only one tpen- 
I tloiosl except that of the commanding 
I ntll-j- r of the Aim division which went

cause bls dlvl*Joli was the only Aliter* 
J lean outfit In France, and the news

ordered to return to this country. 
Why Names Were Suppressed. 
The deeds of men Uke Piggott, Hick­ 
man, Bundy, Edwards, Bullard and 
some other* were of high enough de* 
glee to arouse the enthusiasm of th** 
American |*cople mid to Insure their 
plaudits lf the deeds had h un allowed 
to ap|»ear in print with the narm-s 
of the men who, with their division*, 
had accomplished them. 
The general officers who command­ 
ed 
armies, 
corps an*! 
divisions in 
France are some of them Democrats 
and some of them Republicans. 
They 
are divided between the two parties 
about equally, in fact. 
Yet today no 
one seemingly cares whether Bullard, 
for Instance, is a Republican, which 
he is not, or a Democrat, which he J*. 
Hickman also la a I *e mo erat. so It Is 
said, while Bundy and Edwards are 
said to he Republicans.

Washington.—Home years ago It was 
suggested that th** business n o n of 
the United Slates consider the ques­ 
tion of organizing a National Cham­ 
ber of Commerce for the study of big 
business problems and for tin* laking 
of referendum s on great commercial 
plans, and for general national mer­ 
cantile purposes. 
The organization 
was founded ami has flourish***!. 
It is the intention of the United 
States Chamber of Commem* to erect 
a great headquarters building ill tin* 
capital, the site for which already lins 
been purchased. 
Work will be start* <1 
immediately. 
It Is premised that this 
business association, representative of 
the entire nation, will have one of the 
finest buildings for its home that run 
lie found iii ihi* capital. 
The promise of ti fine building, archi­ 
tecturally pleasing, and one Unit will 
he Kiiiictioin-d by tile Fine Arts com­ 
mission of the district is, of course, 
gratifying lo Hie resident* of W a ll­ 
ington, but It is true that Hie disap­ 
pearance of tin* old buildings which 
must in* removed from time to time lo 
make phi ce for new structure* Is not 
altogether to the liking of old Wash* 
liiglonian*. 
Many a fine obi structure, 
Hurehnrged with historic interest, has 
been torn down to make room for mod­ 
ern 
office i t ructurea or 
for apart­ 
ments. 
Old Corcoran House Goes. 
The new home of the United Stipel 
Chamber of Commerce will occupy Hie 
site of th** residence of tin* Int** W, 
VV.

Corcoran house which Is to I*** t*»ni 
down was erected nearly a century 
ago, although the original building lins 
had scleral additions made to it.

tlewomen, ami several other founda­ 
tions intended for good. 
Prior to the tim e that Mr. Corcoran 
bought the residence which is now 
uboiit l*> Ii** torn (lowii it hut] been or* 
copied by Moses II. Grinnell of New 
York City, a merchant prince of tbs 
4*1(1 day*. 
Daniel Webster lived in 
tin* house for a long time mid so did 
General Jam es Breckinridge of Ken­ 
tucky am) Chauncey Depew. Now tills 
old place must go. 
One by one tin* old places Mr** giv­ 
ing. 
The Bellmen Theater U*»w occu­ 
pies Un* sits of tile house in which 
Henry Clay, William ll. Seward aud 
Jam es ti. Blaine lived ut different 
times. 
It was while ill in this ii* ai se 
that William ll. Seward, Lincoln's sec­ 
retary of stute, was severely slabbed 
by an intending assassin, a deed which 
took pluoc itll tin* night of the m urder 
I** Ahi at... ai Lincoln. 
It is said that tin* Chamber of Com­ 
merce will try to buy the residence 
and ground which are next to the Cor­ 
coran home tm ll street, 
The house 
next door to th e old Corcoran home I* 
ii line 4»DI brick residence, occupied 
from time to time by men of note in 
American history, 
ft wa* here that 
Gideon Welles lived for eight years. 
Deplored by Wells*. 
In writing about affairs In Washing* 
tim 
during (Alienin'* adm inistration 
Gideon Welle* deplored tin* fact that 
tin* government had taken over th 
beautiful Corcoran residence next dont 
to bim to ta* used as a hospital for 
wounded told let*. 
It was apparent 
that Wailea vvas in perfect sympathy 
with the wounded soldiers, aud w ant­ 
ed them well cared for. but he had a 
thought which still prevail* In some 
quarter* that the government ought 
not to take over private residences for 
any purpose a h stev er. 
It is in Mr. 
Welles* diary that one gets a great 
drill of gossip and of real Information 
concerning Washington and W ashing­ 
ton society during the period of the 
civil war mid the year* im mediately 
thereafter. 
On the night that Lincoln wa* as­ 
sassinated Gideon Welles vias nilled 
from bl* house on Lafayette Square 
by news th a t an attem pt had been 
made to u**»»sslnate S4** retary of State 
Seward. 
Ile ran toward the Seward 
house, which was only two blocks 
away, and when be came to St. John's 
Church he saw a suspicious looking 
group of men. 
The group broke and 
ran but first extinguished the street 
lamp so that the onlooker could not 
distinguish their features.

posed that they were confederate* of 
the man who stabbed the Secretary of 
State.
